Speaking to the Society for the 
Advancement of Management, he ex- 
plained that the United States is founded 
upon three standards: the Constitution 
the Declaration of Independence, and the 
Spirit that produced them. He defined 
the spirit as a kind of universal law of 
rights self evident to the intuitive com- 
mon sense of every man. Th. Judge feels 
his duty lies in defending these three stan 
dards rather than just enforcing laws 
Quoting his father, who was a Supreme 
Court Justice, Warren defined the role of 
judge as determining “how to apply to 
ever-changing conditions, the never 
-changing principles of freedom.” He sees 
the nation as “‘moving to the right” and 
in 2 “repressive swing,” but maintains 
hope that we'll stop before we go too far 
on the fact that the youth is, in general, 
“highly humanitarian’? and “people or- 
iented.” He pointed out that the British, 
during the colonial period, had the very 
best, least repressive government in its

that Alexander Hamilton was only 19 
years old when he signed the Declaration 
of Independence and Charles Pinckney,

The Judge denied that the courts at- 
tempt to legislate morality, setting the 
blame on the legislatures. “Civil laws were 
designed to keep a reasaonable order 
Church laws covered matters of morals 
But if a church law was broken, you just 
confessed and you could go. When civil 
law took over Church law, they attached 
penalties and you got some pretty weird 
hybrids.”

There was little speculation among 
Egyptians in their hour of mourning as to 
a successor to Nasser, but they learned 
that some of his closest advisers had been 
at his bedside, among them Sadat. He was 
a fellow officer in the 1952 coup against 
the monarchy and was chosen by Nasser 
to be his vice president. He is acting presi 
dent until a new chief executive is chosen 
within 60 days,

Despite the social and moral 
uproar it could cause, sensible and 
rational action has been initiated 
by the Student Health Service in 
establishing a program for college 
women who wish to gain access to 
contraceptive measures. 

The need for such a service has 
been all too apparent in previous 
years with the changing moral 
climate in the US. and more 
particularly on college and 
university campuses. Before, 
women have had to deal with the 
problem of finding contraceptive 
measures themselves, without the 
aid of any organized medical 
counseling group. Too long 
college hea!th services have bowed 
to the wished of the Board of 
Trustees, the pressure being subtle 
and never public 


The grounds for most objections 
made by the Trustees, neatly 
skirting the real moral question of 
birth control, has been the 
financing of the various birth 
control programs.Countering this 
argument hasn't been easy, but 
the obvious answer is to utilize 
wasted hours in some productive 
way. Health centers previously 


conducted contraceptive 
counseling on an individual basis, 
but then again times change.Now 
the health service doctors do the 
counseling during off hours or in 
their free tirne. 

Two very crucial facts which 
have a bearing on the new role 
being played by the Health 
Service are first off, that 40 
percent of the students at 
Sacramento State College are 
married and secondly, most of 
them aren't really settled in the 
community and haven't had time 
to organize their medical program 
with a physician in the area 
Additionally, most of the students 
are hindered by the cost of 
counseling, examinations, and 
prescriptions. At the Health 
Service, there is only a $3.00 
charge plus the price of the 
prescnption 

The Health Service should be 
commended for its bold stand 
against archaic traditions 
perpetuated by the Board of 
Trustees. It is a service that has 
been long needed and we 
congratulate them for ther 
positive action

Now for the death! | know many of you have visited the scenic 
wonderland of Lake Tahoe. I think it would be a good idea if you 
would go down and set it before the funeral. Lake Tahoe is dying a 
painful death exactly like those of you who get married to the wrong 
mate! (And that is one hell of a way to go. . agreed.) 

To be specific: the lake is gaining certain elements due to pollution of 
the water, soil, air and the erosion of the hillsides and mountains. Our 
hills are falling apart because of the clearing and re-excavating for 
housing tracts that are used six weeks out of the year, (which, I might 
add, over one-half of them close up after > or two seasons).

women's rights 


Senator Mervyn M. Dymally 
(D-Los Angeles) announced 
recently that two measures have 
been signed into law that will 
bring to an end discriminatory 
practices in the hiring and 
upgrading of women in publicly 
supported institutions of higher 
education 

According to Dymally, the 
measures SB907 and SB1203, 
were introduced by him after a 
staff study showed the glaring 
discrepancy between the number 
of women who graduate with 
advanced degrees and the number 
of women hired as faculty 
membe Further analysis showed 


that suf aise e Staff positions and 
adminmistratior eflect the same 
apparent bias The only womer 
deans at th University of 
California and in the California 
State College syst ippear to b 
deans of women, and dear

“My bills will insure the demus

Tunney speaks to labor group 


‘George Murphy wants to 
handcuff California labor and 
throw the key away,” Rep. John 


VY. Tunney charged recently 
“Murphy after much hemming 
and hawing in two recent speeches 
has proposed the abolition of the 
right to strike,” the three-term 
Congressman and candidate for 
United States Senator said 

“His statements amount to the 
greatest peril to organized labor in 
California since right-to-work was 
defeated in 1958,’ Tunney 
emphasized in remarks prepared 
for delivery at the convention of 
the Los Angeles Coufty 
Federation of Labor 

“Murphy has been dangerously 
obscure in his proposal to set up 
all-powerful courts to force labor 
settlements,” Tunney said 

“He hasn't spelled out the total 
authority of these labor courts, 


his proposal calls for no-strike 
sanctions against labor unions 

“Furthermore, he hasn’t made 
clear whether these tribunals 
would supplant the present 
Federal Mediation Service. 

‘Murphy, with threatening 
inprecision, is proposing drastic 
and radical changes in American 
labor law It is not 
clear—yet—how far he wants to 
tip the balance against working 
men and women and in favor of 
the big corporations.” 

‘One thing is clear- Murphy 
always has been on the attack 
against labor. Apparently he felt 
well enough off with the salary 
and the credit cards from the 
Technicolor executive suite to 
vote against a minimum wage of 
$1.60 and against the extension of 
unemployment compensation and 
other employee benefits 


against labor, and he’s apparently 
launching a new assault at a time 
when labor is hurt by rising 
unemployment recession and the 
other no-win economic policies of 
the Nixon administration.”
